EW YORK, July 24.—Edward
Barrow, the bustling president
of the Intermational lengue, is
the origival ‘' Bull Moosger’' of
organized baseball, He is ultra pro
gressive in his views and actions, and
ke wiclds tho big stick with determin-
ation und foresight. Under his regime
the International league has prospered
greatly and minor leagoe baseball in

general has shared that prosperity.
To the untiring efforts of Barrow
is lmrgelvy doe the fact that tho three
most powerfn! minor leugnes are grad-
od higher than had been the easc be-
fors be assumed office. The more ex-
alted rating carried with it any sum-
ber of advantageous privileges. The
class AA elubs are not only better
protected in every wav, but also the
pew order of things made compulsory
a revision of rmating and privilege all
the way down the line from tha two

major ecircuits to the more obscure
tihrush'' orgnniestions. To short, =

They will draw for the
various prizes of the cirenit., Barrow
helieves that in this wav and only in
this way will it be possible to distrib-
ute the talent as evenly as possible
among the wvarions eclub owners. He
believes that such ‘a8 eourse will result
in 8 mueh hbetter balanced organiza
tion: that everv team will have a chance
for the pennant and that the resnlt-
ing «loser competitions should prove
more interesting to fandom in general

and more rerfunerative to the mag-
nates.
Interest World-wide.

If the International league club

owners have the nerve to introduce the
schome of their president it will at
least nssnre a fine trial of the proposed
remedy for many of the present draw-
backs of the game. The exporiment
should be worth a great dea! for ad-
vertising purposes nlonme. 1t would at
tract more attention to the Interna-
tional leagua than to either of the hig

a dearth of material-—not enough good
players to go round. And naturally
minor league elobs with something to
sell prefer to do business with the sue-
cossful major outfits, not because the
market in any better, but beecauss of
the fact that their starg are more like-
Iy to be turned back again at some
gort of sound profit.

“Farming” Continues.

The prineiples of organized haseball
are qmité sound and just enough. Rut
thers are too many loopholes for eva-
sion. Even the roster limits are not
consciontionsly observed. 1In #pite of
the wnational commisgion’s vigilance
wholesale ““farming'' continues. Every
big league club bas a raft of embryo
stars ‘‘covered up’’ ams an omergency
reserve. Nothing can be done to stop
it. Plavers who might help the weaker
¢lubs are kopt on the benches of the
flag contonders or planted out some-
where in such & manpor that they are
safe from the dragnet of rivals.

If it conuld Le proved by fair trial
that Ed Barrow’s idea in practieal,
then would be solved not only oune of
the greatest puzzles of the promoters,
but one of the preatost ills of the play-
ers as woll. By the same stroke would
ba canceled the necessarv evil of the
resarve colanse, which has threatened
congressionnl investipation of baseball
s & trisl, Bascball contracts as at
present constituted ere illegal, They
are not equitable, A plaver may be
disehnrged on ten days’ notice; he is
bound for athletic life to the club with

which he signs through the instru-
ment of reserve, That no greater in-
justices result is due Inrgely to the

broad-mindedness of tho national eom-
mission, Yel in spite of all, injustices
exist

Take the case of any star hall player
who i« o unfortunate ax to he a mom-
ber of a poor clob. Rocker of Brook-
Iyn, for the past five vears is a fitting
example. Brooklyn could not afford
to pay him ss mueh as ecould, say,
New York. There was absolutely oo
lope for the future. Bound hand and
foot to the Dodgers, no ray of world’s

m.

Better for Plavers.

Tt would be the best thing in the
world for plavers if they were put up
to be drawn each season. There would
he far more novelty to the life, a better
chance of general advancement in =al
ary becanse of everchanging interest
of fandom and less likelihood of discon
tent in the ranke

It might come hard at first to give
up old idols of years. We all would
grieve to sep the galiant Matty go to
Chicaga But we might learn after
a whila to tolerate a Hans Wagner or
Johnny Evers in his stead. OF course
the main objection to such a plan wonld
come from the champions who consider
the world 's series prize theirs by right
